As Americans prepare to have their pay- 
chetk.. reduced to pay tic the “Great Society” 
it is interesting to take a look at another coun­ 
try where a similar experiment in security for 
everybody is already under way, 
Sweden has had such a program for about 
20 years 
Every citizen is assured of being 
taken care of from conception to burial 
Families get allowances of $180 per year per 
child in addition to maternity grants. Schools 
are free So are textbooks and school meals. 
High school and university students are paid a 
government salary of $35 a month 


THE GOVERNMENT pays partial refunds 
on doctor bills and medicines. Hospitalization 
is free and the patient receives sick pay as 
well 
lxiwer income families get rent rebates ana 
everybody, regardless of wealth can get old age 
and disability pensions. 
Wages are high, About the only unemployed 
persons in Sweden are those who are physically 
or mentally unable to work. 
In short, the government has made itself fully 
responsible for everyone’s welfare 
ITie people 
pav some of the highest taxes in Europe, but 
they are actually free from the age old wor­ 
ries of how to provide adequate shelter, food, 
and health care. 
Unfortunately, that is not the end of the 
story . . . 
Writing in U.S. News and World Report Al­ 
fred Zanker describes the other -ide of the pic­ 
ture which he has seen at first hand 
TYiere is a chronic shortage of qualified police­ 
men.
